The laws of the various states and of the United 
States concerning weights and measures were com- 
piled not long ago under the auspices of the Bureau 
of Standards and in the introduction to this compila- 
tion we find the following: 

“The ton of coal is in some states fixed at 2,000 
péunds and in others at 2,240 pounds. The barrel 
varies from 29 gallons liquid measure or 100 dry 
quarts in New York to 42 gallons liquid measure in 
Texas, and so on. This diversity causes confusion in 
the commerce between the different states. That there 
is need for authoritative definition by weight. is made 
evident by the fact that Congress has found it neces- 
sary to specify the number of pounds of certain com- 
modities in a bushel. These values were adopted by

shingles there is a good opportunity for the tin roofer 

and it should be his business to make

_ oe of making hay will be to note the fact

that roofing shingles are now s® scarce 

and expensive as almost to prohibit their use and this 

furnishes a strong argument for the metal roofer to

use. 
Iron and tin as roofing materials will surely go to 
the front under existing conditions as regards shin- 
gles. The price of red cedar shingles recently jumped 
soc per thousand feet in one day, and the present 
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prices of such shingles for Chicago delivery are $4.33 
for “clears” and $3.71 for “stars,” as compared with 
$3.18 and $2.81, respectively, on the same date a year 
ago. The price of roofing shingles fluctuates from 
day to day almost like the price of wheat and all the 
recent fluctuations have tended to higher prices. 

It is not only the fact that roofing shingles are ex- 
pensive that can be used to advantage by metal roof- 
ers, but the further fact that they are also extremely 
scarce. The reports of the Census Bureau show a de- 
cided decrease in the quantity of lumber produced in 
lumber states like Wisconsin. The red cedar shingles, 
which are most highly esteemed, coming from the 
Pacific coast at a large expense for freight, it will 
readily be seen that herein lies a chance for the sheet 
metal roofer to get busy. The excuse for the existing 
high price of red cedar shingles is that car shortage in 
the West prevents prompt delivery and that the lum- 
ber trade is unable at the present time, when the roof- 
ing season is on, to obtain supplies. 

To all our friends in the metal roofing trade we 
would say that this is an opportunity which should not 
be neglected. Added to recent improvements in the 
conditions pertaining to the supply of roofing tin, and 
taking into consideration also the adoption of stand- 
ard specifications for tin roofing, the present season 
should be an especially good one for the tin roofer. 
The sun is shining and we sincerely hope that he will 
make plenty of hay. 

As one of the most potent arguments in favor of tin 
for roofing purposes the sheet metal worker can point 
to its vast superiority over shingles from the stand- 
point of fire protection. As a practically fireproof 
roofing material it can be urged upon the customer 
with perfect confidence that it will “make good.”

About three-fifths of this large total 
trade occurred with Germany and about two-fifths with 
France. 

In the trade with Germany, exports to that country 
are much greater than the imports therefrom, but in 
the case of France the exports are slightly less than 
the imports. In the nine months of the present fiscal 
year for which the. Bureau of Statistics at Washing- 
ton is able to supply detailed statements, the exports 
to Germany were 207 million dollars and the imports 
therefrom 123 millions in value, while in the same 
period the exports to France were 91 millions and the 
imports therefrom 99 millions, these figures being in 
round terms. 

France is one of the few important commercial 
countries of the world to which our exports are less 
than the imports drawn therefrom. In the last ten 


fiscal years the imports from France have amounted 
to 783% million dollars and the exports thereto 783 
millions; in the same period imports from Germany 
amounted to 1,047 millions and the exports thereto 
1,826 millions. 
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Of the 135 million dollars’ worth of imports from 
Germany in the fiscal year 1906, 7114 million dollars’ 
worth was manufactures ready for consumption, 32 
millions manufactures for further use in manufactur- 
ing, 23 millions crude materials for use in manufactur- 
ing, 5 millions foodstuffs partly or wholly smanufac- 
tured, and a half million dollars’ worth foodstuffs 
in a crude condition. Of the exports to Germany, 
amounting to 232 million dollars in 1906, crude ma- 
terials for use in manufacturing amounted to 112 mil- 
lion dollars ; foodstuffs partly or wholly manufactured, 
44 millions ; manufactures for further use in manufac- 
turing, 34 millions; manufactures ready for consump- 
tion, 22 millions, and foodstuffs in a crude condition, 
20 millions. 

In the trade with France the imports therefrom were 
108 million dollars in value, of which 58 million dol- 
lars’ worth was manufactures ready for consumption, 
17 millions crude materials for use in manufacturing, 
16% millions manufactures for further use in manu- 
facturing, 12% millions foodstuffs partly or wholly 
manufactured, and 2 1-3 millions foodstuffs in a crude 
condition. Of the exports to France, amounting to 
96% million dollars, 53 million dollars’ worth was 
crude materials for use in manufacturing, 18 millions 
manufactures for further use in manufacturing, - 12 
millions manufactures ready for consumption, 7%4 
millions crude foodstuffs, and 5 1-3 millions foodstuffs 
partly or wholly manufactured. 

Of the.exports to Germany raw cotton amounted 
to 101 million dollars; lard, 19% millions; copper 
ingots,.17%4 millions; corn, 12 millions; mineral oils, 
8% millions; iron and steel manufactures, -7%4 mil- 
lions. 

The exports to France, amounting to 9614 millions, 
included raw cotton, 45 millions; copper ingots, bars, 
etc., 1234 millions; refined mineral oil, 4 millions, and 
iron and steel manufactures, 3 1-3 millions. 

Both Germany and France are our good eustom- 
ers, as well as being our great and good friends.

It can be made more cheaply than celluloid and has 
the great. advantage over celluloid of being noninflam- 
mable. The makers say it is “as soft as silk and as 
white as milk.” 

The raw material is skimmed milk from the large 
cooperative dairies. To this in large tanks is added 
rennet, for the purpose of coagulating the casein, 
which is pressed, dried, and powdered, and freed from 
its cheesy odor by repeated washings and finally is 
hardened by a chemical. The product is declared to 
be more brilliant, more solid, and a trifle heavier than 
celluloid. 

Galalith is fourid to be as éasy to work as wood, 
and it can be made into a great variety of articles, 


stich as combs, hairpins, piano. keys, buttons, knife 
handles, umbrella handles, backs for brushes, paper 
knives, dominoes, inlaid ornaments for furniture, and 
almost any object requiring solidity and fine polish. 
It can be given any color or made to imitate marble, 
coral, tortoise shell, and other ornamental materials. 
It bids fair to attain considerable importance in the 
arts.

FOR ONE CENT POSTAGE. 





The Philadelphia Telegraph of May 18 contained the 
following: 

One-cent postage is the slogan of the Nationa 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, the executive 
committee of which met to-day at the Bellevue-Strat- 
ford. Other matters of much interest to the hardware 
trade were discussed, but the committee centered its 
attention upon the one subject, which it regards as of 
vital importance to all business interests. 

The committee’s action was naturally limited to a 
resolution, but this resolution will be sent to every 
trade and commercial organization in the United 
States, and an effort will be made to secure their co- 
operation. Pressure will be brought to bear upon 
Congress to pass such a law at the next session. 

It is argued by the promoters of the movement that 
the postoffice can be run at a profit at the lower rate 
of one cent per half ounce for first class, or letter rate, 
and the hardware manufacturers, who are pioneers 1n 
the movement, believe that a concerted effort on the 
part of American business interests will bring about 
the desired decrease.

Mr. Hiorth, of Christiania, Norway, has invented 
a system of treating low-grade iron ores in an electric

tion by the Iron and Steel Institute. There are large 
quantities of graphite and of low-grade ores in Nor- 
way, and the existence of water power makes the 
invention a valuable one if it can be worked well on 
a large scale. 

The Detroit News announces that Mr. Fred E. Lee, 
president and general manager of the Estate of P. D. 
Beckwith, Inc., who has had his family residence in 
Chicago for the past two years, is soon to change it 
back to Dowagiac, Michigan, and adds: “Ttiis is un- 
derstood by his acquaintances to be further evidence 
that he contemplates trying next year for the Re- 
publican nomination for governor of Michigan.” At 
present Mr. Lee is in Europe. 

The lands, buildings and personal property remain- 
ing at the old plant of the Bloomington Stove Com- 
pany, Bloomington, Illinois, were sold at auction re- 
cently, and the First National Bank purchased the 
property. The sale was made on a judgment con- 
fessed in favor of the bank a short time ago for 
$21,006.70. The bank gave $7,250 for the real estate 
and $375 ‘for the personal. The Bloomington Stove 
Company went out of business two years ago and the 
sale closes up the whole affair with a deficit, it is said, 
of something like $14,000.

IRON AND STEEL CONDITIONS. 





In spite of talk of railroad retrenchment in laying 
rails and buying rolling stock, 1907 is breaking all 
records in consumption of iron and steel, and the rail- 
roads are a leading factor. There is no doubt that 
congestion of railroad traffic has forced the roads to 
place extensive orders for rails and rolling stock, and 
now the rolling mills and machine shops are troubled 
with congestion in the attempt to fill orders. 

United States Steel earnings for the first quarter 
and estimates for the second quarter, give ample evi- 
dence of, the heavy iron and steel business of the sea- 
son. Net earnings estimates for the half-year are 
$81,000,000, compared with $76,000,000 for the same 
period in 1906, $53,000,000 in 1905, and $33,000,000 
in 1904. Indeed, the first half of 1907 breaks all rec- 
ords of the company. 

It is now predicted that the year 1907 will give 
United States Steel net earnings of $170,000,000, with 
a surplus balance available for dividends on the com- 
mon stock. With the same deductions as last year for 
depreciation, replacements, sinking fund and kindred 
expenditures, the net earnings of $170,000,000 would 
allow for a good dividend on the common. 

This industrial prosperity in the leading manufac- 
tured staple is a good omen of a generally successful 
year.—The Commercial West.

The La Crosse, Wisconsin, branch of the Summit 
Foundry Company of Geneva, New York, was re- 
cently bought by the Summit Stove Company of La 
Crosse, and as already announced i these columns 
will hereafter be a strictly Northwestern concern.

CANADA’S NEW STRIKE LAW. 





A brief synopsis of the new act to aid in the pre- 
vention and settlement of strikes and lockouts in mines 
and industries connected with public utilities, recently 
passed by the Parliament of the Dominion of Canada 
and assented to on March 22, 1907, is as follows: 

The measure provides for government investigation 
of labor disputes in the industries connected with 
public utilities and imposes fines upon those responsible 
for causing strikes or lockouts prior to the holding of 
such government investigation. The fine for em- 
ployes is from $10 to $50 and for employers from 
$100 to $1,000 for each day of the illegal strike or 
lockout, respectively. 

There is also imposed a penalty of not less than $50 
nor more than $1,000 upon “any person who incites. 
encourages, or aids in any manner any employer to 
declare or continue a lockout or any employe to go 
or continue on strike contrary to the provisions of 
this act.” Applications from British Columbia and 
from other parts of the Dominion have already been 
made to the department of labor for investigations 
under this act, and in several cases it is believed that 
strikes and lockouts have already been averted be- 
cause of its provisions.

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NEW INSULATING MATERIAL. 





Samples of the new insulating material “corticite,” 
invented by a Portuguese cork merchant, have been 
sent to the Bureau of Manufactures, Washington, 
D. C., and are at the disposal of manufacturers and 
others interested. U. S. Vice-Consul R. H. Kinchant 
writes of the new material as follows: 

This new insulating material has for its principal 
component granulated cork, and is called “corticite.” 
Its application is unlimited, for it will resist the cold 
of a Siberian winter and the rays of a tropical sun; 
also the attacks of insects, even the white ant being 
powerless against it. As a non-conductor of sound it 
should be useful in city flats. On boiler tubes and 
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boilers it is said to reduce the temperature of the 
boiler room to an agreeable one. It is not inflam- 
mable, and may be generally adopted for partitions and 
linings of houses. Bricks and slabs of “corticite” are 
made for this purpose, and can be sawed and bored 
like wood.» It would seem to possess special advan- 
tages for use on war ships, taking the place of wood 
as far as possible.

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VOLUME OF AIR REQUIRED FOR DRYING. 





In the drying of green lumber fresh from the water 
the air supply per pound of water evaporated fre- 
quently ranges between 2,000 and 5,000 cubic feet.

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quired for the mechanical process of taking up and 
carrying away the water is the best evidence of the 
necessity of positive and ample air movements. 

Commercial success in drying, therefore, requires 
that the substance be exposed to the air in the most 
efficient manner; that the temperature of the air be 
as high as the substance will stand without injury and 
that the air change or movement be as rapid as is con- 
sistent with economical installation and operation. 
Under the mistaken idea that heat is the only essen- 
tial to the drying process, dry rooms are only too fre- 
quently built with ample heating surface but with 
practically no opportunity for air circulation. Only 
because of natural leakage of air do they avoid dismal 
failure. Even where provision is made for circulation of 
air it is often the case that dependence is placed solely 
upon the effect of the heat to produce air movement. 
Such movement is sluggish at best and frequeritly un- 
certain. High stacks tend to improve the circulation, 
but in so far as the heat required to operate them 
might be otherwise usefully employed they are 
expensive as compared with mechanical means. Hence 
the use of the fan in connection with which all of 
the heating surface is massed in a temarkably small 
space. With the fan the volume is always under 
control as is also the temperature-—Engineering Re- 
view.

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MITER PATTERNS FOR SKYLIGHT BARS. 


NO. 6. 
BY LOUIS OEHRING. 

[The figures referred to in this article, but which do not 
appear herewith, have been printed in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN 
in connection with earlier articles in this series on “Miter 
Patterns for Skylight Bars.”’] 

Bar InTERSECTING Two Hips.—This bar is some- 
times called the wedge bar. In Fig. 1 such a bar is 
shown as No. 5, and its intersection is also included 
in the are at g. For this bar draw the plan as shown 
by ABCD E F G, also the sections X W of Fig. 8. 
Then draw the elevation in the same manner as for the 


two previous bars; also the section V. Then develop ~ 


the pattern also in the same manner as for previous 
bars. It will now be seen that this pattern has both 
halves like the half of the pattern of the jack bar from 
numeral 7 to 11, Fig. 6, and like the pre- 
vious bar no pattern is developed in prac- 
tice. The pattern being produced by mark- 
ing the part of the jack. bar mentioned on 
the material and reversing; the same part 
of the pattern is again marked alongside of 
the first part marked, thereby making the 
complete pattern for this bar. 

Hip Bar at ANGLE oF Ripce.—This bar 
is shown/at 12, Fig. 1, and is the miter op- 
posite the valley bar. The lower part of this 
bar is like the hip bar shown in Fig. 5. The 
upper part is different. As in Fig. 5, draw 
a sectional elevation, as shown in Fig. 9 (on 
the next page) by A B C, and the section 
(a) and (d), the inclination is the same as 
that for plain bar, Fig. 2. Now draw the 
plan by continuing the line B C to I, pro- 
ject A to J, and from J draw line to y at an 
angle of 45 degrees; then draw the bar as 
represented by D E F G, in a manner sim- 
ilar to that shown in Fig. 5; have the ridge 
intersect at right angles as shown by I F G 
H. Draw the line K L parallel to J y, pro- 
ject J to K and y to L, continuing the line 
y L indefinitely at right angles to K L. 
Make the distance L M equal to B C; 
connect K M. From M draw a line at 
right angles to L M and construct the 
section (b) of the ridge in the position shown, 
draw the lines Q S T R by projecting the points 
from (b), also those from the condensation gut- 
ter. From the miter line in plan project the points 
to O R §S T, noting the intersecting of the gutter 
of the hip with that of the ridge; through the points 
established draw the miter line Q M R; from this 
miter line draw lines parallel to K M and on it con- 
struct section (c), either by transferring from Fig. 5 
or constructing it in the same manner as described in 
Fig. 5. The pattern development is the same as that 
for the upper part of Fig. 5, and will require no fur- 
ther description. This miter occurs also when a hipped 
skylight has a ventilated ridge, the one shown in Fig. 5 
will not then be required.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The coming of the summer months has had its 
usual effect upon the wholesale hardware trade, but 
it is gratifying to know that all reports confirm the 
statement that the volume of sales for May exceeded 
that of a year ago. Many bearish influences have 
been at work to retard the activity} of the spring, these 
influences including unfavorable’ weather and dis- 
couraging crop reports, but in spite of all, the fact 
remains that sales have been uniformly better than 
in corresponding months of last year and it must not 
be forgotten that March, 1907, stood in a class by 
itself as a record-breaker in the hardware trade, the 
delightful weather generally prevailing during that 
month having done much to help the business aver- 
age.» * 

Many orders are now being placed for deliveries 
far ahead and these indicate the prevalent belief that 
the vear is to be a good one. 

The unseasonable weather has had some effect upon 
the hardware trade in Chicago territory, but there is 
little complaint. Reports from the Northwest indi- 
cate that the crop conditions are now considered fa- 
vorable and-that merchants are feeling better over 
the prospect. Collections are generally fair. 

As the season advances the demand for wire nails 
is lessening somewhat and mills are slowly catching 
up on orders as far as deliveries are concerned. 
Quotations are unchanged. 

The Cut Nail Association recently reaffirmed exist- 
ing prices, and the demand is fairly active. Contract 
shipments of barb wire are being made in large vol- 
ume, but there is still’ much dissatisfaction over de- 
laved deliveries. 

An advance in bolts was made last week. The 
change in carriage bolts amounts to 7% per cent and 
in machine bolts to 5 per cent. Some manufacturers 
of stove and tire bolts have also advanced prices 10 
per cent. 

Skate straps are in great demand and some manu- 
facturers announce that they will advance their prices 
for the coming season. 

COPPER. 

The New York copper market continues weak, 
with little business doing and some shading of prices 
is reported. Quotations are: Lake, 24%c to 25%4c; 
electrolytic, 23c to 24c; casting, 22%4¢ to 23¢. 

In Chicago lake copper continues to sell for 26c, 
but a fall of 1c occurred in casting copper, the prices 


dropping to 24%c to 25¢c.

Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“Business this week has been without any significant fea- 
ture. It goes without saying that the market is as strong as 
ever, but nothing has occurred of any paticular moment. There 
has been considerable buying, but the orders have been mainly 
for small lots and the purchasing has been thoroughly scat- 
tered. Iron has been bought for spot, nearby, last quarter, 
and next year delivery. Bessemer, basic, mill and foundry 
metals have been ordered. In fact the buying has covered 
every department of the trade, and has been so well distrib- 
uted that it is evident consumption in every branch is at high 
water mark. Shipments are moving along fairly well, and 
there is less complaint on this score than there has been for 
months. It is a great relief to consumers to be able to count 
on getting their iron on something like contract time. For many 
months past there has been an immense amount of trouble 
over delayed shipments, and users of iron were never able to 
tell what they might expect,—except they knew it was safe 
to expect the worst. There are no stocks of iron on hand 
either in furnace or consumers’ yards, and it is a matter of 
the highest moment that shipments go forward now as fast as 
the iron is made. Fortunately for the trade the railroads are 
able to handle the output of the furnaces, and consequently 
things are in much better shape. 

“There has been a good deal more excitement in coke 
than in pig iron. Coke has been bought in large quantities 
for long forward delivery, and the general feeling is that the 
recent low prices on this commodity are at an end, and that 
higher quotations are now the order of the day.” 
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Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 


report: 

“The market this week has been one of somewhat less 
activity, but absolutely undiminished strength. There has 
been a fair amount of business done for extended delivery, 
and all districts report similar conditions. Buyers who have 
been holding off, playing a waiting game, appear to have 
made up their mirid that they have underestimated conditions 
and have been buying to the best possible advantage. 

“The main feature of interest is the confidently expected 
early buying movement for 1908. It would seem that the 
unusual condition now existing in the iron trade in respect 
to supply and the deniand made by buyers at the present 
time, would force a protective movement for buying during 
a period ahead, which for length of time has never yet been 
equaled in this country’s iron trade history. First quarter 
business for 1908 is having quite the call and active buying 
for the first half will undoubtedly occupy the attention of 
conservative buyers at.an early date. 

“Consumers continue to press for shipments of iron pre- 
viously bought, and are more concerned just now in getting 
this material on hand promptly than in making further pur- 
chases, or buying spot iron at high prices. 

“Furnaces are in very much better shape as regards past 
due contracts than they have been any time this year. Rail- 
road service for the last two months is much improved, and 
iron to-day is being loaded and shipped as rapidly as it is 
made. Stocks of iron in furnace yards are slight and the 
position of furnaces for 1907 is now judged to be positively 
secure. 

“Coke is lively. There is good business being done in 
furnace and foundry grades. Some leading operators have 
withdrawn from the market, others insist that all business 
coming up be submitted to them, and the supply of spot 
coke appears to be ample for all needs. Prices are at wide 
variance, but the better brands are proving very popular and 
the prices. obtained for these held firmly.”

TO MAKE PIG IRON CHEAPER. 





In the Pittsburg district the United States Steel 
Corporation has made its first real move towards re- 
modeling its furnace plants by introducing blast fur- 
nace gas engines to be used in making fuel for the 
furnaces themselves, and in the future the blast fur- 
naces will be operated with their own gas, which in 
the past has been allowed to escape. The Carnegie 
Steel end of the Steel Corporation, which of itself 
has fifty-nine blast furnaces, has placed a large 
order for the engines with a western firm and 
the pig-iron-making furnaces will be re-equipped with 
them as fast as possible. 

For many years the problem of saving and _utiliz- 
ing blast furnace gas has been worked on, but it was 
not until lately that perfection was claimed for the 
blast furnaces themselves. While it is expected that 
the cost of the equipment will at this time be very 
heavy, it is said that it will be more than made up in 
one year by the cheapening of pig iron production.—
